Manitoba larger flocks of from one to 
several hundred head are kept under 
semi-ranching conditions, often by 
new settlers who may have been 
originally miners or fishermen. Many 
suitable areas are silll available for 
the carrying of flocks of this size. In 
south-western Saskatchewan, south- 
ern and parts of northern Alberta, and 
in British Colwnbia, sheep ranching is 
practised quite extensively, but even 
in these provinces thefe are tracts of 
land awaiting ranching or semi- 
ranching purpores.. On western farm 
lands, by utilizing stubble pickings, 
supplemented by a forage crop with a 
short finishing period of grain, the 
farmer could market cholce market 
lambs towards the end of December. 
The labor attached to sheep raisin 
is not great and is more or less sea- 
sonal, lending itself readily to the or- 
der of events where grain farming is 
the major farm activity. The initial 
cost of a sizable flock is not large, and 
so if the best returns are not made at 
the start, the loss is not likely to be 
heavy. Expensive buildings are uo~ 
neceseary for sheep and a cheap pole 
and straw shed is ample. No animal 
has a higher value for weed destruc 
tion than sheep. The sheep provides 
two sources of revenue annually. The 
lamb pays for its keep the first year 
with its fleece and at two years pro- 


duces both wool and lamb.. Statistic- 


ally, the wool situation could not be 
better for the chortage of wool during 
the past year has been reflected In 
price values to the extent of around 
10 cents for the lower grades and up 
to 15 cents or better for the finer 
wool. The prospects are that the 
sheep men in the business have sev~ 
eral good years ahead,

The members of the grain 
board and the representatives of the 
Wheat Pool assured’ the conimittee 
lihat all necessary facilities for carry- 
ing out this investigation In existing 
drying planta would be made avail 

jable, and that the committee would 
thave the hearty co-operation of both 
| bodies. 

The first step to be undertaken will 
}be a survey of the methods now em- 
ployed In grain drying. This will be 
followed by a comparative study of 
the different methods, with a view to 
determining which is most advanta 
geous from the point of view 
of economy and the resulting quality 
of the dried product. It is belleved by 
members of the research council that 
this fnvestigation will also prov ide a 
more satisfactory basts on whieh to 
determine an equitable spread in price 
between the different grades 

In order to make the lawestigation 
las thoroughgoing us possible; the unl 
versities of Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta will act in co-operation 
iwith the Dominion Research 
| Laboratory at Winnipeg 4nd with the 
other agencies concerned, Milling and 
baking est laboratories of the 
modern type have already been in 
stalled at the universities of Alberta 
and Saskatchewan, and the University 
jor Manitoba is in process of installing 
Tests will be re 
peated ip all these laboratories so that 
there may be no question of the com 
plete reliability of the conclusions 
reached. 

Dr. Tory polnted out to the meeting 
that the associate committee of the re 
search council fell a very grave res 
ponsibility in undertaking an investi 
gation Involving questions ef such im 
portance to both the producer and the 
grain trade.
